THE LOCAL LEGISLATURE. 

Proceedings of the First Session of the Fifth 
Parliament. 

• Fiuinv, March 9. 

Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 2 p. in. 
Prayers wore read by the Rev. Dr. 
Reid. 

THE OBLITERATED BALLOTS. 

Mr. Turner reported that bhe committee 
appointed to enquire into the conduct of 
tho last general election in Viotoria had 
socurod additional evidence on which they 
desired to report to tho House. Ho was 
informed, however, that tho committee 
having already reported had boon dis- 
charged. 

Mr: Beaven said tho report sub- 
mitted had not been in accordance witli 
tho evidence laid before the committee. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that the committee 
hud fulfilled the object for which they 
were appointed and had been discharged. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said if the house were 
unanimous for it be would move that the 
committee bo reappointed to enquire in- 
to the conduct of the hist general election 
for Victoria, to take evidence and report 
from time to time as occasion may require. 

Mr. Bearen objected to the resolution 
passing without the usual two day's notice 
being given. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — There is evidently 
something behind tho scenes that the 
honorable gentleman is afraid of. 

I'EA'-E I'KESEItVATION. 

Mr. Orr moved, Mr. Ladner seconded: 
That an order of this house be grunted 
for a return of all correspondence, tele- 
grams and communications, ordei's in 
council, and reports of the superintendent 
of police, in any way relating to tho ap- 
pointment of a special police force to pre- 
serve the peace within the municipal 
limits of the city of Vancouver. 

The attorney-general would be the last 
one to throw obstacles in tho way of in- 
formation asked for by members of the 
house, but he nevertheless considered it 
unjust and imprudent to gi.e information 
respecting matters which are now pond- 
ing. He was satislied that it would be in- 
advisable and prejudicial to the public in- 
terest to do so. 

Mr. Beaven held that the documents 
might bo placed before the house, then it 
would bo the duty of the latter to say 
whether they should lie printed or not. 

On division the resolution was voted 
down. 

BURRABD EN LET LANDS. 

Mr. Martin moved, That an order of 
tho house bo granted for the return of :J1 
correspondence between the department 
of lands and works, and uny officer of 
tho government, or any other person, 
having reference to a piece of land on tho 
north side of Burrard Inlet and described 
as lying to tho north of lot 204, group 1, 
New Westminster district. Passod. 

READ A KIRST TIME. 

Mr. T. Davie introduced a bill entitled 
"An act to amend the county court juris- 
diction act, 1885." Hill rend a first timo. 

Mr. Martin introduced a bill entitled 
"An act to abolish imprisonment for 
debt." Bill read a first timo. 

PRIVILEGE. 

Mr. McLoesoto a question of privilege, 
called tho attention of the government to 
a resolution passed by tho bouse asking 
for information respecting the Ashcroft 
bridge. He hoped something would be 
done to the bridge to prevent it. being car- 
ried away. 

JURY SERVICE. 
The jurors bill, introduced by the at- 
torney-general, was leported from com- 
mittee complete with amendments, 

EDUCATION. 

Hon. Mr. Robson moved the second 
reading of the Public .School Act amend- 
ment bill. He explained that one of the 
main objects of the bill was to place 
teachers upon a satisfactory footing. 
Those holding first-class certificates were 
liable to be called up for examination tit 
any time, which was considered a very 
groat hardship and not conducive to the 
cause of education. He knew of good 
teachers who had been incapacitated for 
work by having in addition to their or- 
dinary duties, to prepare themselves for 
examination. Many of the propositions 
contained in the bill had been discussed 
at a convention of the most intelligent 
teachers in the province who assembled in 
Victoria last year and the bill was based 
on suggestions brought forward at tho 
time. 

Mr. Beaven said the sooner we struck 
out tho provision of the bill that the pos- 
sessor of a degree certificate from a British 
university should bo entitled to a certifi- 
cate as a tirst-class teacher the better. 
Though a man might hold a university 
degree it by no means followed that he 
was a qualified teacher. 

Mr. Soinlin wanted to know why the 
number of marks required to qualify as 
teacher were lowered- This was lowering 
the standard instead of raising it. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said although the 
marks had been lowered, tho number and 
general scope of the subjects for examina- 
tion had been increased, so that the stan- 
dard had in reality been raised. 

Mr. Prior asked the object of the clause 
providing that the proposed amendment 
should not come into force until duly, 
1888. 

Hon. Mr. Robson replied that tho 
school act stipulated (in justice to teach- 
ers) that one year's notice should be given 
of intention on the part of the department 
f education tO increase the standard of 
qualification. 

Mr. Higgins asked if the provisions of 
his school net amendment bill could be in- 
corporated into this one in committee. 

Mr. Speaker - Any amendment can be 
made in committee which is thought nec- 
ccssary. 

Houso wont into committee on the bill, 
Mr. Ladner in the chair. 

On the clause coming up which provides 
that a candidate for a lirst-class Grade A 
certificate may obtain without examination 
it if hois "a graduate of a British uni- 
versity," Mr. Beaven moved that these 
words bo struck out. 

Mr. Higgins said he would support tho 
motion of tho leader of the opposition 
to striko out the portion of tho 
section which referred to graduates of 
universities. All holders of degrees were 
not competent to teach, und he did not 
think they should be allowed to enter tho 
survico without having first submitted to 
the same examination ns less favored tea- 
chers had to undergo. Ho had always 
opposed the exemption of this class who 
at one time were considered so superior 
to other human boings that they wore ad- 
mitted to the franchise in the colony of 
Vancouver Island by reason of their hold- 
ing a dogroo ( aughter). There whb no 
protection under the bill as it stood, for

Mr. Sondin said we required doctors 
and lawyers coming into this province to 
pass an examination here before being 
admitted to practice, and we should re- 
quire nil teachers to do the same. 

Hon. Mr. Robson was almost inclined 
to think that it would bo in the interests 
of the province to remove the restrictions 
placed on lawyers and doctors coming to 
practice here. He had serious doubts us 
to the justice of asking them to submit to 



and school discipline and management. 

Mr. Dunsmuir wdl move that a select 
committee appointed to enquire into the 
conduct of tho last general election for 
tho city of Victoria bo empowered to bike 
further evidence and to report to the 
house from time to time as occasion may 
require.

H. Beekeiisell from the collector- 
ship of Coinox in duly last'/ Did these 
reasons exist before the general election in 
that month; and if ho, why was tho con- 
stable continued in office until after the 
election I 



and the same principle applied to men 
who having passed in the best British 
universities with high honors come here 
and ask for teacher's certificates. Ho 
did not say the possession of a degree 
made a man a good teacher, but lie be- 
lieved that all other things being equal 
the university man had the advantage. 

Mr. Grant was very glad to see that his 
friend, the provincial secretary, had chang- 
ed his mind since the medical and legal 
bills passed this houso, Ho was of opin- 
ion the university man should pass an 
examination with all others. If he were 
well up it would be no trouble for him to 
do so. 

Mr. Beaven contended that the only 
way that all comers could be placed on 
equality was by requiring all to come for- 
ward and stand examination. 

On division Mr. Leaven's amendment 
was lost ly a vote of 10 to B. 

Mr. Higgins said' he liad a new clause 
to introduce. He moved that women be 
competent to sit as school trustees, and 
proceeded to show that out of ninety -nine 
teachers on the roll thirty-seven were 
women, while of school children the sexes 
were nearly equal in number. He be- 
lieved that what was wanted to niiike tho 
school system more ellicient was an in- 
fusion of the female element oil the school 
boards. Women already voted for trus- 
tees. Why should they not -sit as trus- 
tees t Was there anything in or about a 
woman that unfitted her for a teacher ( 
Let the roll supply the answer in tho 
negative. If women were good enough 
to be mothers they were surely good 
enough to be teachers; and if they were 
good enough to be teachers they were well 
fitted for trustees. This was not an in- 
novation. The fair sex sat on school 
boards in England, tho States and Canada. 
All he wished now was that the house 
should do them simple justice by recog- 
nizing their ability and their right. 

Mr. Allen said in Clinton there were 
three school trustees who were all mar- 
ried. If ono retired at the end of tho 
year one of the others could get his wife 
elected and have a majority of the board 
in his own house. 

• Mr. Dunsmuir did not like this now 
fanglod idea and could not support the 
amendment. 

Mr. Martin did not think a mixed school 
board would work well. The honorable 
member for Esquimalt would withdraw 
the amendment if he considered the mat- 
ter well. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that this was no 
new fanglod idea. It had been in vogue 
in conservative old England for many 
years, and had proved a complete success. 
Ho could understand why a prejudice 
existed to women taking part in politics, 
but there certainly could bo none to a 
mother having full control over the edu- 
cation of her children. 

Mr. Beaven had much pleasure in sup- 
porting the amendment of the junior 
member for Esquimalt. The principle 
must be admitted that mothers are the 
best qualified to say who shall have charge 
of the education of their children, and if 
the people of the country desired to place 
women on t heir school boards their should 
be nothing to prevent them from doing 
so. He gave the amendment his hearty 
support. 

Mr. Dunsmuir wanted to have school 
boards composed of all men or all women. 

Mr. Seirdin heartily supported the 
amendment. 

The question on being put was declared 
carried. There was a call for names. 
Several members claimed that names 
could not be taken in committee. 

Mr. Beaven claimed that they could. 
The clerk then announced the division 
as follows: Ayes -Higgins, Robson, Bea- 
ven, Turner, Vernon, Mason, John, 
Semlin, McLeoso, Anderson, Orr, Sten- 
house — 12. Noes -Prior, Croft, Duns- 
muir, Thompson, Martin, T. Davie, 
Allan— 7. 

Mr. Allen moved that the above pro- 
vision (clause :() should not apply to coin 
m unities in the province east of the Cas- 
cades. 

Mr. T. Davie I move to add after the 
word "east" the words "or west." 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Semlin did not think the honor- 
able gentleman was paying a very great 
compliment to bis district. 

Mr. Allen's amendment was lost. 
<)n Mr. Speaker taking the chair the 
bill was reported complete with amend- 
ments. 

Mr. Martin, to a point of order, asked 
for the riiling of the chair as to whether 
names could be taken in committee or 
not. 

Mr. Speaker—Mr. Mara, the late 
speaker, ruled that they could not. 

Mr. Beaven— That is quite true, But 
the rules governing the committee are the 
sanio as t hose governing the house, and 
names can be taken there, The practice 
followed in the house of commons m Great 
Britain is to take names in committee 
and 1 would like you to look info the mat- 
ter before giving your decision. 

Mr. Speaker was of opinion names 
could not bo taken in committee, but ho 
would look into tho matter and give a 
written decision. 

ESTIMATES. 
The honorable minister of linanco an- 
nounced a message from his honor tho 
lieutenant-governor. 

Mr. Beaven wished the discussion of 
tho estimates to take place on Tuesday. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said if had been in- 
tended that the discussion should bo pro- 
ceeded with on Monday as they were 
anxious to get through with the work of 
tho houso next week. 

On motion it was resolved that the mes- 
sage of bis honor the lieutenant governor 
together with estimates accompanying tho 
same bo taken into consideration on Mon- 
day next. 

House adjourned till 2 p. in. on Mon- 
day next,

The Stanley expedition for the relief of 
Emin Hey have arrived at Capo Town. 
Stanley expects to roach tho Congo River 
by the 18th inst. 

The steamer Yazoo, Haley, was burned 
to the water's edge on Wednesday on tho 
Red River, near New Orleans. Three 
colored deck hands were drowned. 

A Cairo despatch says: Abdel Kadir 
Pacha, minister of the interior, has re- 
signed on account of scandals in connec- 
tion with real estate speculations. 

In the chamber of deputies at Rome 
Thursday, Signer Crispo proposed a formal 
vote of censure against tho government. 
The -motion will be debated to-morrow. 

A despatch from Cairo says: It is stat- 
ed that Abdel Kador Pasha has disagreed 
with his colleagues in regard to the reforms 
in the army and on tho Soudan question. 

A rancher's mutilated body was discov- 
ered by San Carlos, Am., scouts who were 
persuing renegades. The scouts captured 
the murderers who ottered a strong resis- 
tance. 

Cardinal Gibbons shows a marked tend- 
ency toward choosing Santa Maria in 
Trastevere as his titular church. I t is the 
oldest and most, interesting of the Roman 
basilicas. 

Rev. Lake, pastor of the Methodist 
church at Seabright, N. J., expelled Mrs. 
Ida Lorry and M rs. George Phillips from 
the church by publicly reading a notice 
because they danced. Tho congregation 
are indignant and ttilk of making Lake 
resign. 

Edward Goldensen, brother of the de- 
fendant Goldensen in the Mamie Kelly 
in aider case, was fined $500 for refusing 
to answers question as to the defendant's 
sanity. In lieu of payment the court 
ordered tlio witness to be imprisoned for 
400 days. 

A meeting of the representatives of 
fishing vessels owners was held at Glou- 
cester, Mass., Thursday, to take action in 
regard to tho retaliatory bill passed by 
congress. Many expressed the opinion 
that the bill should be put in force im- 
mediately. 

Lucy Parsons, the wife of the Chicago 
anarchist, was .arraigned before the mayor 
Thursday evening on a charge of disorderly 
conduct, and, without giving her attorney 
any opportunity to make a move in tho 
case , she was committed and placed under 
bonds of $300 to keep tho peace.

If found necessary, a 
servants' home will in time bo established 
somewhere close to Now Westminster.

t THE OBSEQUIES. 

Brooklyn's Great Preacher Lying; In State— 
Tho Scone one of Gladness, not of Gloom 
—Ills Late Residence lirllUnntly 
Illuminated. 

New York, March 10. — In spite of tho 
rain, tho streets in the vicinity of tho 
Rev. Henry Ward Beechor's homo wore 
crowded with people this morning. At 8 
o'clock a squad of police took up their 
station in front of tho houso. A large 
number of floral emblems wore received 
before the private service commenced. 
Two wreaths of white roses, lilies of tho 
valley and sinllax wore received by Mrs. 
Col. Beecher early this morning. These 
bore the cards of Ellen Terry and Henry 
Irving. Mrs. S. V. White sent a pillar 
of white ,roscs. 

Tho collin rested in tho center of tho 
front parlor and was surrounded with a 
bank of fragrant flowers. The sweet per- 
fume pervaded the air, and on all sides 
could be seen floral emblems from friends 
and admirers of tho dead divine. 

Promptly at 1 130 Rev. Chas. H. Hall, 
of tho Church of the Holy Trinity, entered 
the house, and soon after entered the front 
parlor and commenced to read the burial 
service from the ritual of the Episcopal 
chuich. While the services wore in pro- 
gress in the house Company Q of the 
Thirteenth regiment was drawn up in front 
of the house. Only the members of the 
family and a few intimate friends were 
present during the services at the houso. 

None of the family were dressed in 
black. Mrs. Beecher sat near the remains 
during the reading of the service, and by 
her side were her sons and daughters and 
the members of their families. She bore 
up wonderfully during the whole of tho 
ceremony and was quite calm. 

A few minutes before the remains were 
carried out of tho house tho rain ceused 
and the clouds passed away, and tho sun- 
shine burst out bright and clear. 

The members of the family then retired 
to ether rooms and the undertaker's as- 
sistants curried the casket down tho steps 
and to tho hearse, which stood in the rear 
of the Thirteonth regiment. As soon us 
the guard of honor had taken up its pos- 
ition around the hearse tho regiment 
broko into a column of companies, with 
urnis reversed. The procession then mov- 
ed down Market street. , Arriving at tho 
church, tho casket was carried up Henry 
street aisle and placod on tho dais in front 
of the pulpit. The top of tho casket was 
then removed, exposing to view the fuco 
of tho dead. 

The guard of honor took up its position 
and then the regiment filed into the 
church, marched up one aisle and passed 
in front of tho cottin and then passed out 
to the street. As the body was borne into 
the church the Beethoven Burial March 
wus played. There will be music in the 
church during the whole timo thut the 
body remains there. 

The Beecher residence was brilliantly 
lighted, and everything around the house 
was made as brilliant as possible. Mrs. 
Beecher had boon in her late husband's 
room u great portion of this afternoon, 
looking over his papers. It seems a de- 
light to her to be near whore her husband 
spent much of his time. The members of 
the family were dressed in bright cloth- 
ing as if they were going to church 
on a Sunday, and as if every- 
thing around was made as light 
and cheerful as possible, in ac- 
cordance with the often expressed wish of 
Mr. Beecher in the case of his death. 
Hundreds of people called during tho day 
and left cards, including Henry Goorgo 
and Rev. Dr. McGlynn. The church to- 
night until 11 o'clock was more crowded 
than during tho afternoon. The line of 
people waiting to review tho remains ex- 
tended from the church to Fulton street, 
nearly three blocks, and one block down 
Fulton street. 

METLAKAIITLA. 

To the Editor: Please allow me a 
short space in your valuable columns to 
contradict certain statements said to have 
been made by mo at a meeting at Metla- 
kahtla. I was invited to meet some of 
Mr. Duncan's young men at what they 
said would be a religious meeting, by one 
of their number Alfred Atkinson.

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THE ESTIMATES. 

The estimates as laid before the house 
yesterday present a satisfactory state of 
affairs, and reflect the highest degree of 
credit upon the liberal and progressive 
policy of tho present government. The 
opposition, with all their love of criticism, 
will find in them a barren field for their 
wonted delights. Want of space prevents 
our doing more this morning than briefly 
referring to them. The estimated revenue 
for tho year ending 30th June, 1880, 
including the loan of $000,000, is 
^1,025,01)1.05. The estimated expend- 
iture is $719,084.50. Tho prin- 
cipal items of revenue after land sales 
975,000, and federal subsidy, are provin- 
cial revenue tax, £05,000; real property 
tax, §.'i5,000; personal property tax, $23,- 
000; licenses, 625,000; registry fees, 
13,000; free miners' certificates, $12,000; 
rents, timber leases and licenses, glO.OOO; 
wild land tux, £10,000; general mining 
receipts, $0,000; interest on investments 
of sinking fund $7,000; land revenue, 
$0,000; lines, forfeitures and fees, S(i,000; 
law stamps, $1,000; income tax, $2,300. 
The government propose to expend on 
public works $247,500; on education, 
$101,095; on the administration of justice, 
$45,000; salaries, civil government, $00,- 
170; hospitals and charities, $21,- 
750; legislation, $15,800; main- 
tenance of public institutions, $10,000; 
revenue services, $7,000. Among 
the other features of the estimates one is 
especially commendable, that for educa- 
tion. The expenditure under this heading 
is in advance of that of last year, and is 
in keeping with the growing necessities of 
our young province. It will bo found 
on the whole that that same spirit 
of rigid economy commensurate witli the 
vast expansion of British Columbia dur- 
ing tho past year, and its probable in- 
crease during the coming year has charac- 
terized the government, and we have no 
doubt the estimates as published this 
morning will find few, and if any they 
must be carping, critics in this province. 

CARIBOO AND VANCOUVER ELEC- 
TIONS. 

Tho elections now to take place in this 
province are those in Cariboo and Van- 
couver districts. In the former it is con- 
ceded that Mr. Iteid will bo returned b}' 
a very large majority. His opponent, Mr. 
Ferguson, who, by the way, announces 
himself, like that old ami tried conserva- 
tive Mr. Reid, as a follower of Sir. John 
A. Macdonald, doos not stand the ghosfi| 
of a show of election, and will probably 
forfeit his deposit. It is to be hoped that 
the olectors will rally around Mr. Reid 
and send him a solid majority. He has 
been most assiduous in his efforts to aid 
his constituency, and wo have no doubt 
retains the confidence of the electors. It 
would be a very great mistake if Mr. 
Reid's friends should "lie on their oars," 
fooling confident of his success. Work- 
hard work — is in politics, as in every 
othor avocation of life, the prelude to vic- 
tory. Our advices are that Mr. Ferguson 
will bo literally "snowed under,'' but tho 
duty is incumbent upon the friends of 
Mr. Reid to give their old representative 
a big majority — and they will. 

In Vancouver district the contest pro- 
mises to be a keen one. Here, as in Cari- 
boo, both the contestants are devoted ad- 
mirers of Sir John and avowed followers 
of the great liberal-conservative party, 
again happily in power in Canada. As far 
as tho issue is concerned the Grand Old 
Chieftain can in any event count upon a 
supporter, but we are inclined to believe 
that the sympathies of the people are with 
Mr. Planta. That gentleman is one of Na- 
naimo's best citizens, thoroughly acquaint id 
with the varied wants of the district, of in- 
domitable energy and excellent abilities. 
His tour throughout iias been of the most 
cheering character and it would now seem 
as if he was destined to take a place on 
tho right hand side of the speaker when 
parliament meets. We are daily in receipt 
of intelligence confirming us in this belief, 
and it is generally acknowledged through- 
out the district that the interests of the 
people will be best conserved by sending 
Mr. Planta to the commons. There seems 
to be a feeling abroad that Mr. Gordon 
has not made himself a pari of his consti- 
tuents, that he has kept aloof from tho 
people and lias not identified himself with 
the growing needs of tho district. Wil h 
that feeling prevailing it is quite likely 
that tho electors will choose as their 
representative a gentleman who has 
always been in a particular degree the 
guide, counsellor and friend of the admir- 
ing people among whom his lot has been 
oast. Howover it may turn out, Hie 
liberal-conservative party iH assured of a 
faithful adherent in the district of Van- 
couver as fully as in that of Cariboo. 



THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 

Just at present public attention is being 
attracted, to a considerable degree, to the 
Knights of Labor, and the leading facts 
regarding the history and character of this 
great organization are of wide interest; 
In an excellent article, contributed to the 
Quarterly Journal of Economics, Mr. Car- 
roll D. Wright gave a comprehensive 
account of the rise and progress of the 
organization, witli a description of its 
principles. In setting forth the leading 
facts relating to tho order, Mr. Wright 
has had the assistance of officers and past 
ollicers of that body, and the facts and 

at 
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figures given by him may be said to be a 
least Semi-official. The ''Noble < )rder ( 



the Knights of Labor of America," was 
founded on Thanksgiving Day, 180!), in 
Philadelphia, The founder was Uriah S. 
Stephens, and his associates were six 
members of a garment-cutters' union Tho 
union was then about dissolving, owing to 
dissatisfaction resulting from an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to fix wages on a basis agree- 
ablo to them. Mr. Stephens was a skilled 
mechanic of American birth, and of a 
'studious disposition. He was a mason, 
and tho ritual employed and secrecy ob- 
sorvocl by such bodies impressed him so 
much that, owing chiefly to his exertions, 
tho Knights of Labor were originally, and 
for many years after their foundation, u 
secret society. His controlling ideas were 
formulated as follows: First, that surplus 
labor always keens labor doivn; and, sec- 
ond, that tho only remedy for this was u 



secret body which should teach tho power 
of organization and educate its members 
to a set of ideas ultimately subversive of 
the present wages system. Tho order was 
officially named the "Knights of Labor" 
on DecenilKir 28, 180!). As stated above, 
the order originally was a secret one. On 
joining, the members took an bath to pre- 
serve secrecy in regard to their proceed- 
ings. For some time the order was never 
officially recognized by name in tho circu- 
lars and proceedings of the society. The 
applicant for membership was first in- 
structed in the objects and principles of 
the order, and a declaration of the above 
object was a part of the ritual of joining. 
On January 13, 1870, the first election 
for ollicers took place! and Mr. Stephens 
was elected master workman, The im- 
portant otlice of statisticau was created 
shortly afterward. The above organization 
was afterward recognized as Local As- 
sembly No. 1. All Workers were eligible 
at first, except physicians, politicians, 
lawyers and liquor dealers. Later legis- 
lation has removed the disability in the 
physicians, and similar action has been 
taken so as to not exclude men engaged 
in political work for that cause alone. 
The disability in the cases of lawyers and 
liquor dealers has never been removed, 
and to the list of ineligibles have been 
added bankers and gamblers. The growth 
of the order at first was slow. The first 
quarterly report of the order showed a 
membership of 28. The first annual report 
showed a membership of 0!). [nJiinun y, 
1872, Mr. Stephens declinod a renomiua- 
tiou for a third teim a3 master workman, 
and wii. succeeded by Robert C. Macau- 
ley. The first local assembly was made 
largely of garment cutters, with the ad- 
dition of some -few members of other 
trades. The second assembly was com- 
posed of ship carpenters and builders. In 
1873 the order spread with some rapidity. 
I The first local assembly to be organized 
outside of Philadelphia was Local No. 28, 
composed of gold-beaters, in New York 
city. i he growth of the order and the 
necessity of doing business more tpiiok 
ly led to the organization of the first 
district assembly on December 25, 1873. 
The organization of the various locals anil 
district assemblies after this date was so 
rapid that on January 1, 187'S, at a meet- 
ing of delegates of all the district assem- 
blies, a general assembly, governed Un- 
salaried ollicers and a constitution, was 
organized, and Mr. Stephens was chosen 
grand master workman. At this date 
eleven district assemblies were in opera- 
tion. The order was now in a complete 
working condition. The local assembly 
corresponded to town or city organizations; 
the district assembly, made up of locals, 
on the form of county or state govern- 
ment, and the general assembly being the 
main federal head of all. Up to this date, 
1878, no formal declaration of principles 
had been made. The secret character of 
the organization precipitated a conflict 
with the Catholic church,' which caused 
several local and district assemblies ti 
lapse, At a special meeting, called il 
June, LS78, the first real publicity was 
given to tlie organization by making its 
name public, and by removing certain I 
strietions as to oaths and other forms 
posed by the church. The good effect of 
this legislation were seen in the rapu 
growth of the order during 1879. At 
about this time, the work of organizing 
being practically finished, the era of legis- 
lation may be said to have begun. The 
second annual session of the general 
assembly, among other legislation, gave 
to the district assemblies the privilege of 
announcing the name to the public. The 
third general session accepted the resigna 
tion of Mr. Stephens as grand master 
workman, and elected Hon. Terronce V. 
Powderly to succeed him, who has filled 
the office ever sinco. Mr. Powderly had 
been, previous to this, mayor of Scranton, 
Pa., being elected mi tho Greenback 
ticket. At the fi mrth annual session of 
the general assembly, strikes were d 
no'linced as injurious, hut no legislation 
looking to their curtailment or suppression 
was adopted. At the fifth session of the 
assembly it. was decided to make public 
the name and objects of the organization. 
This was tiie first general official decision 
reached on this matter. Women were 
declared eligible to membership at this 
session. Legislation in regard to co- 
operation and benefit insurance was also 
enacted. In L882 a revised constitution 
and ritual was adopted. At this session 
some reactionary legislation was passed. 
Laws for supporting strikes wore adopted, 

ami the co-operation of members was sup- 
pressed by a change of the co-operative 
law of the order. In February, 1882, Mr. 
Stephens died in Philadelphia. In 1883 
the' title of the ollicers of the general 
assembly was changed from grand to 
general. The membership at this date 
was 52, OUD. In 1884 strikes and 
boycotts were denounced. In 1885 legis- 
lation looking to the prevention of strikes 
and boycotts was first adopted. In 
this year the antagonism between tile 
knights and the trades unions became 
sharply defined. The tenth annual session 
of the general assembly held in 1886, at 
Richmond, raised the salaries of , he chief 
ollicers. The membership at the time of 
t he Richmond convention was 730,000. 
The latest estimate made by Mr. Wright 

I (December 10, 1880) placed tl leinber- 

ship thonal about 1 ,000,000. Thisis in brief 
the mero history of the order. It will be 
seen that the growth of tho orderhas been 
chiefly, since 1881, when official publicity 
was first given to the name and objects of 
the order by the general assembly. From 
a membership of 52, 000 in 1883 it. had in- 
creased to 730,000 by October, 1880. It 
will be seen further that the bulk of the 
growth has been since the first election of 
Mr. Powderly. Mr. Stephens' resignation 
was for reasons entirely honorable to him, 
although to some degree the change in the 
head of the order was due to the fact that 
Mr. Stephens was a thorough believer in 
the policy of maintaining its secrecy, while 
Mr. Powderly advocated the necessity of 
publicity. In addition In the historical 
sketch of the order above summarized, 
some reference may be made to the prin- 
ciples advocated by tho Knights, the con- 
stitution of the order and the recommend- 
ations made as to the needful public legis- 
lation. In the declaration of principles 
above mentioned, attention is called to 
the necessity of the organization of labor 
in order to obtain its objects. That remed- 
ial measures can be obtained by the aid 
of the. ballot, is insisted upon. The 
Knights aim in the words of tlie 
order to make industrial moral worth, not 
wealth, the true standard of individual 
and national greatness. The establish- 
ment of bureaus of labor statistics is de- 
manded. All laws hearing unequally 6ri 
various classes are to be abolished. Tho 
recognition by incorporation of labor asso- 
ciations is demanded. Contract labor on 
national, state and municipal works is 
denounced. Laws providing for state 
arbitration are demanded; A graduate 
ihcomo tax is asked for. The acquisition 
by the central government of all telegraph 
and telephone linos is advocated. Tho 
onler will devote its labors to tho adop- 
tion of the eight-hour law and to the 
principle that tlie bcx of the worker Hindi 
not make any dilferenctj in the pay re- 
ceived. As regards the constitutional 
regulations of the order it is stated that 
all members are expocttld to give their 
time and money to aid the cause, and not 
loavo to tho officers tho Hole responsibility 



and duty of "running" tho organization. 
The only details as to organization likely 
to bo of interest to tho reading public aro 
those relative to tho organization of the 
various bodies. It is stated that each 
district assembly shall consist of at least 
five locals, each local being entitled to one 
delegate to the district assembly. The 
district assembly is the highest tribunal of 
the order in its own jurisdiction under 
the general laws of the order. 



Just at present there seems to bo a sort 
of conservative reaction among the leaders 
of the Knights of Labor. The results of 
the recent strikes have probably led them 
to pause and consider the effect upon the 
fortunes of the order of indiscriminate and 
unsuccessful striking and boycotting. It 
is now announced that in the future strict - 
er discipline will be enforeed in the ranks 
than exists at present. The necessity for 
an improvement of the discipline of the 
order is strikingly shown by the fact that 
the general ollicers of the order disclaim 
any connection with tho well-known 
Armour boycott in Chicago, and declare 
that the same was unauthorized. Mr. 
Powderly is ([noted as saying that indis- 
criminate boycotting will no longer be 
possible. The leaders of the order have 
also determined to gather information re- 
garding strikes and boycotts engaged in 
by the Knights, and the results of the 
same, which will no doubt servo to guide 
their future action in relation to such 
movements. Mr. Powderly has issued a 
circular to all district, and local assemblies 
of the order calling for statistics of strikes 
and boycotts, with a view of determining 
how many strikes and boycotts each as- 
sembly participated in, what the causes 
were, and what the results, and what part 
each assembly took in the quarrels of 
other organizations. The Knights are 
doing wisely in endeavoring to get to- 
gether this body of information. It can- 
not but bring home to the leaders the 
need ot more intelligent guidance than 
the order litis recently had.

CANADA'S LUMBER TRADE. 

Enormous Capital of Americans Invested in 
m the Interest. 

Montreal, March 4. — J. II. Pope, 
minister of rail roads, to-day drew atten- 
tion to the enormous amount of capital 
which is invested in the lumbering trade 
of Canada, and which would receive a 
* sovoro blow if the hill stopping all com- 
mercial intercourse was put into operation. 
This is one of the chief lumbering centres 
in which American capital is largely em 
ployed. United States Counsel Thomas 
W. Hotchkiss, when asked whether ho 
had given the question any consideration, 
said: "1 have placed the subject before 
tho department of stale at Washington. 
A largo number of Americans who have 
a pecuniary interest in Canada would bo 
financially ruined were strict nun-inter- 
course established. The amount of 
wholly American capital at stake would 
run into the millions."

The deposit consisted 
of a bank note of the Bank of British 
North America and tivo twenty-dollar 
gold pieces. The note and coin were set 
aside and marked by the returning officer 
as "T. Basil Humphreys' deposit." On 
the 8th inst., after the returning officer 
had declared Baker and Shakespeare 
elected, tho returning officer set aside 
for Mr. Humphreys the noto and coin 
marked "T. Basil Humphreys" deposit, 
and immediately thereafter, as sheriff, 
seized the noto and coin under the writ 
of Ji. fa. in the suit of Sold vs. Hum- 
phreys. Then Mr. J. P. Walls, through 
Mr. Hett, claimed the S'JOO, and com- 
menced an action against tho Bheriff for 
the recovery thereof. 

Mr. S; P. Mills read the sheriffs atli- 
davit sotting out tho above facts; he 
argued that tho returning oflieer, by keep- 
ing tho deposit in the manner he had, 
had ear-marked tho money, and that 
enabled him to seize the note and coin 
under a Ji. fa. ; otherwise if hu had put, 
tho noto and coin in a mass with other 
money ho could not have seized it — it 
would then have become a debt duo from 
tho returning officer, to Mr. Humphreys.

TEACH E US' QUA LIFICATIOHS. 

Amendments Blade to the Public School act. 

Hon. Mr. Robsoll's "Public School Act, 
1885" amendment bill which was read a 
second time and passed through commit 
too yesterday, proposes the following 
changes respecting tho qualifications of 
teachers: 

For third class, Grade B, thore i8 nu 
change. 

Candidates for third class, grade A, cer 
tificatos must obtain forty per cent of the 
total number of marks attached to tl 
subjects of examintion for that class ami 
grade, and not less than thirty per cent 
of each subject, instead of fifty per cent 
and thirty per cent as heretofore. 

For second class, grade B, certificates 
forty per cent, of the marks attached to 
each of the subjects of examination for 
third class certificates, and not less than 
thirty per cent of the marks at tached to 
each of the subjects of examination pecu- 
liar to that class and grade, and fifty per 
cent of the total number of marks attach- 
ed to the subjects of examination for that 
class and grade, instead of sixty per cent 
of the total number of marks. 

For second class, grade A, forty per 
cent of the marks attached to each of the 
Subjects of examination for second class, 
grade B, certificates, and not less than 
forty percent of the murks attached to 
each of the subjects of examination pecu- 
liar to that class and grade, and sixty per 
cent of the total number of marks attach- 
ed to the subjects of examination for that 
class and grade, instead of seventy per 
cent of the total number of murks. 

For first-class grade B, 40 per cent, of 
the marks attached to each of the subjects 
of examination for second class, grade A, 
cert iii cafes, and not less than 40 percent, 
in eaeli of the subjects of examination 
peculiar to that class and grade, and (10 
per cent, of tho total number of .mark 
attached to the subjects of examination 
for that class and grade. 

For first class grade A, 40 per cent, of 
the marks attached to each of the subject: 
of examination for first class, grade B 
certificates, and not less than 40 percent 
in each of tho subjects of examinatioi 
peculiar to that class and grade, and- (10 
por cent, of tin' total number of marks 
attached to the subjects of examination 
for that class and grade or he must be a 
graduate of a British university, who has 
proceeded regularly to his degree, and 
must satisfy the examiners oi his know- 
ledge of the art of school discipline and 
management, 

Every first-class, grade A, certificate, 
niul every Hrst-clilSS, grade B, certificate, 
in force on July 1st, 1888, shall lie renew- 
able from your to year by the examiners 
until July 1st, 1803, on tho application 
of the holder of any such certificate, pro- 
vided the applicant has been employed as 
a teacher during some portion of the 
twelve months immediately preceding the 
date of application for renewal. 

A third-class, grade B, certificate shall 
bo doomed good for olio year, a third- 
clasH, grade A, for two years, a second- 
class, grade B, for three years, and n 
second-class, grade A, for tivo years after 
their respective dates. 

Every lirst-elass, grade A, certificate, 
and every first-class, grade B, certificate, 
issued after July 1st, 1888, shall be valid 
for life, or during good behavior. 

The proposed changes will not como 
into force before July 1st, 1888.
